Playing favorites 

Everyone has preferences in food, drink, automobiles, furniture, places, actors, relatives, 
and even clothing. If you're a knitter, you'll add yarns, needles, colors, stitches, patterns, and 
techniques to your list. You pick projects to suit your tastes and comfort levels, and knit\wear 
designers are no different. 

We asked designers to think about their favorite garment silhouettes, techniques, design 
approaches, and theories, and to present ideas to get your needles clicking. Look within 
these patterns for something new you can add to your preference list. 

Foreign accents? 

The Missoni family made their mark in the world of high-end fashion with ripple patterns 
and random stripes. Laura Bryant helps you imitate the look in Agate ripples — randomly 
working two color groupings into a striping sequence using Fibonacci numbers. 

African textiles are making a splash in fashion, and E. J. Slayton responds with her 
interpretation of a jacket in a Not quite nautical color story. The geometric patterns look 
Scandinavian and are perfect for circular knitting and steeks. Katharine Hunt capitalizes on 
her love of the kimono shape and mosaic knitting. Rustic Zen is a sideways knit that wraps 
the body In stripes. The earthy blend of tweed yarns adds a lot of character. 

Bente Ge/7 joins us with a hint of Danish design. Her knit-from-th e-top raglan tunic features 
trapeze shaping, front gore detailing, and an asymmetrical neckline. We loved Uppercut so 
much that we added a second version with additional shaping and longer sleeves. 

Strategic maneuvers! 

The need to overcome a problem often spurs clever design. You focus on what you want or 
need and then work through the hurdles encountered as you strive to reach your goal. 

Marilyn Hastings' Blue phoenix eases her frustration with triangle shawls — they never 
stay put! Neck and shoulder shaping leave her hands free to maneuver through daily tasks 
without having to fuss to keep the shawl in place. 

Lois Young's Shawl strategy is a study in creating a simple basic. Once you understand 
her approach, the pattern can fall to the wayside. It really is that simple! 

Two sides to a story? 

Accessories can add mileage to your autumn wardrobe, and these double the mpg because 
each side is different, allowing alternative looks. 

Kyle Kunnecke's reversible muffler isn't double knitting — do a Double take and you'll 
see that it is a tube, flattened and seamed to hide the stranding. Knit-one-below rib is 
colorful and elegant — Shaina Scott's Hatchmarks translate the patterning beautifully in 
a reversible cowl and cap. 

Hitting below the belt! 

Why not? Knit skirts offer a chance to make something different and stylish. Tiered color 
blocks add style to your knit in a unique way. Gwen Bortner's Bias blues is sleek and 
apparently seamless because we show you a way to graft entrelac tubes invisibly — 
by working waste-yarn tabs, then grafting. More skirt biases come with Peak & Valley. 

Jill Bigelow Sutteli combines mitered squares and ripples for a bold statement. 

The Hill country cables set is a playful and practical fashion statement from head to toe. 
Alexandra Davidoff makes sure of that with bows and pompons on her boot cuffs, then 
adds a scarf with pockets and shearling lining. (continues on page 8)

Back 

With larger needle. A, and using long-tail cast-on, cast on 67 (77, 87). Join 
B at tail end of needle; knit 1 row (A and B are at the same end of needle); 
turn. Beginning with Row 3, work in Lattice Pattern until piece measures 
approximately 17 (1772, 18)“, end with a RS A row. 

Shape armholes 

At beginning of next 2 B rows, work the first 7 (8, 9) stitches, then place 
them on hold. Dec 1 each side every A row 5 (6, 7) times — 43 (49, 55) 
stitches. Work even in pattern until armhole measures 772 (872, 9)", end 
with a WS B row. Place stitches on hold. 

Pocket Linings MAKE 2 

With smaller circular needle and B, cast on 30. Work in stockinette stitch 
for 5", end with a RS row. Place stitches on hold. Cut yarn, leaving a tail 
long enough to sew pocket in place. 

Left Front 

With larger needle and A, cast on 37 (41, 47). Join B at tail end of needle 
and knit 1 row (A and B are now at same end of needle); turn. Work 
Background Pattern for 10 rows, end with a RS B row. Place markers (pm) 
17 (19, 22) stitches from each end of needle. Work the 4-row Column 
Pattern (see Understanding the 4 -row Column Pattern) between markers 
as follows: Begin Diamond chart: Row ? (WS A row) Knit to marker, [pib, 
pi] to 1 before marker, pib, knit to end, slide. Row 2 (WS B row) Knit to 
marker, [pi, pib] to 1 before marker, pi, knit to end, turn. Row 3 (RS A row) 
Knit to marker, [kib, kl] to 1 before marker, kib, knit to end, slide. Row 
4 (RS B row) Knit to marker, [kl, kib] to 1 before marker, kl, knit to end, 
turn. Move both markers 2 stitches toward edges for next 4-row section 
of diamond. 

Rows 5-12 Repeat Rows 1-4 twice. 

Rows 13-28 Repeat Rows 1-4 four times EXCEPT move both markers 2 
stitches toward center AND remove them on last row. 

Continuing in Background Pattern, work 2 WS rows. 

Insert pocket lining 

Next row (RS A row) K11 (13, 16), bind off 15 loosely, knit to end of row; 
slide — 22 (26, 32) stitches on needle. Next row: Place lining (RS B row) 
Work 11 (13, 16) stitches; with RS of lining facing, work [k2tog] 15 times 
across 30 lining stitches; work to end of row — 37 (41, 47) stitches. Work 
4 rows in Background Pattern. Work 3-stitch Stripe Place markers 17 (19, 
22 ) stitches from each end of needle and repeat Rows 1-4 of Diamond 
chart until piece measures same as back to underarm, end with a RS A row.

. . . the Knitter's way! 



COWL 

With larger needle and waste yarn, 
cast on 19 (shown in gray on the 
next 2 pages). Beginning with a WS 
row, work 4 rows stockinette. Cut 
waste yarn. 

Begin Cowl Diamond chart: Row 1 
(WS) Join A, k8, plb, pi, plb, knit to 
end, slide. Row 2 (WS) Join B, k8, pi, 
plb, pi, knit to end (A and B are now 
at same end of needle), turn. Row 3 
(RS A row) K8, k1 b, kl, k1 b, knit to end, 
slide. Row 4 (RS B row) K9, klb, knit to 
end, turn. Rows 5-28 Continue work- 
ing Cowl Diamond chart. 

Rows 29-40 Repeat Rows 1-4 three 
times. Work Rows 1-40 three more 
times, end with Row 39 of pattern 
(Row 3 on chart). Cut A, leaving an 8" 
tall and cut B, leaving a 1-yd tail. 

Join waste yarn (shown in red), work 
Row 4, then knit 4 rows. Bind off. Cut 
waste yarn. 

With B. graft ends together as shown, 
following instructions from Grafting 
from head to toe. 



Many knitters groan when it comes to grafting, probably because the fear of 
making a mistake looms in their minds. If you've ever tried to graft a seam you've 
found yourself juggling yarn, knitting needles, a tapestry needle, and the fabric 
as well. 

If you create a plan of attack, it needn't be that way, 

Two projects in this issue graft the first row with the last to create a seamless 
tube: A seam in each of the 3 separate tiers of the Bias Blues skirt and one in the 
Sunshine at Sea cowl. 

The cowl is corrugated garter-stitch fabric with a select stitch or two worked in 
the knit-one- be low pattern; the skirt tiers are stockinette with a garter edge, a 
decrease, and spaced increases. These challenges will need to be addressed in 
order to graft the beginning and end of each tube together, and would make 
most knitters — even the experienced among us — shake their head and moan. 

But the plan of attack begins before you pick up your yarn to knit, and ends just 
short of the last row. 

This is accomplished with stockinette tabs worked in waste yarn at the beginning 
and end of each piece. The tabs leave you with stitches that lie flat on the sew- 
ing surface rather than on the needle. They also free you from juggling knitting 
needles and markers during the grafting. Tabs act as flexible stitch holders, so 
there is no fear of dropping stitches as you graft across or backtrack. They stay put 
until you are ready to remove them with just a clip or by unraveling. 

And tabs trace the path of the grafting yarn, so you have a visual, 3-dimensional 
map of what is to be done, rather than having to refer to written instructions.

Our first example, the cowl, shows pale gray yarn for the beginning tab, red yarn for 
the ending tab, and we graft with yarn B. 

1 With needles and contrasting waste yarn (cji ay) instead of the main yarn, cast on 
the number of stitches required for the piece. 

2 Work a stockinette tab for 3 or 4 rows, ending with a RS row or a WS row as 
needed so you are ready to work the first row of the pattern or chart. Cut waste 
yarn. 

3 Change to main yarn. Remember, often the cast-on isn't part of the pattern; if so, 
when you begin working the main yarn, start with the first pattern or chart row. 

4 Complete the piece as directed, ending just before the last row of pattern or 
chart. {It could be a RS row or a WS side row.) 

5 Attach the waste yarn (red) and work the last row of the pattern, then work 3-4 
rows in stockinette, ending with a bind-off row (or cut the waste yarn and pull it 
through the stitches as you remove them from the knitting needle. 

6 Cut main yarn, leaving a tail long enough to graft one row. 

Knitting is COMPLETE 
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GETTING IT TOG ETHER 



7 Lay your knitting on a table with the RS of both tabs facing up 
and align them with the ending tab (red) below the beginning 
tab 'gray). The fabric may have to be folded in a couple of places 
to make this happen. 



8 Look at your knitting. Two rows are of interest — the last row 
of the gray tab and the first row of the red tab. More specifically, 
look at the Joins between the gray yarn and the main yarn and 
thejoins between the red yarn and the main yarn. Let's call these 
the gray path and the red path. 

THESE PATHS WILL GUIDE YOU THROUGH THE GRAFTING ROW. 

9 Before you begin sewing, the long ending tail will be at one 
edge of your knitting; and if the pattern has an even number of 
rows, the beginning tail will be at the other, then after the graft, 
both tails will be at the same edge. 

If the long tail rests at the right-hand edge, then the last row of 
Step 4 was a WS row, and grafting will be done on the RS, from 
right to left. If it rests at the left-hand edge, then the last row of 
Step 4 was a RS row, and grafting will be done from left to right. 

We will always graft from the RS of the work, because it is easier to 
see and finesse each stitch as it will be seen in the finished piece. 

Handedness definitely comes into play for grafting, just as in sew- 
ing, so rather than trying to graft in a direction that goes against 
your flow, rotate the configuration 180 degrees to position the 
tail more comfortably for your dominant hand: usually with the 
tail held at the right if you are right-handed and at the left If you 
are left-handed. 

THE GRAFT 



10 Thread the long ending tail onto your tapestry needle. We 
used the golc yam as it is what the next row would be. 

11 Graft 

Think of the seaming yarn as catching the feet/legs of stitches in 
the row joining the gray tab, and entering and exiting the heads 
of the stitches in the row joining the red tab. 

a Start at the outer edge of the red tab, bring the yarn up 
through the main-color edge stitch, following the direction 
of the path of the red yarn out of that stitch. 

b Take the needle across to gray tab and follow the path of the 
outer gray stitch — the needle and yarn will wrap "in and out" 
around the feet of this first stitch.

c Take the needle back across to the red tab and follow the path 
of the red yarn — the needle and tail will go into the same 
stitch the tail exited earlier and come out of the next stitch.

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d Take the needle across to the gray tab and follow the path of the next gray stitch — the needle 
and yarn will go into the stitch where the tail exited and will exit through the next stitch, 
wrapping "in and out" around the feet of that next stitch. For illustration, we have left the 
stitches loose, but you may tighten each stitch as you go. 

e Repeat Steps c and d to the last stitch, ending the last C step by just going into the stitch to 
complete it. 

f Check that the graft row looks as you want. You can now remove both tabs and hide the ends. 

Notice that I never used the words knit, purl, knitwise, or purlwise, because there Is no need to 
think that way. JUST TRACE YOUR TAB STITCHES. 



CONCLUSIONS 

in knitting, we often work stitch patterns in which the RS row is patterned and the WS row is 
simply a full row of purls or knits. Keep this in mind when you want to add a graft to your own 
pattern. More intricate patterns might need to 
be arranged so you begin knitting with a less 
complicated row — one that can be grafted 
more easily. There is no reason a 20-row chart 
that needs to be worked 5 times cannot start 
on any row as long as you eventually complete 
the 20- row cycle. 

We also have mock-ups of the 3 tiers of the skirt 
for you to see. They include a stockinette graft, 
grafting a Ml increase, a k2tog decrease, and a 
garter edge — all grafted perfectly just by fol- 
lowing the path of the tab yarns.

Until Round 8, we've been busy 
placing markers for the raglans 
and wedge, working the one-time 
sleeve increases, beginning the rag- 
lan increases, and establishing knit and 
purl patterns. 

The raglan increases on Round 8 will be 
repeated every even-numbered round to 
the underarm, os usual; the odd-num- 
bered rounds will be worked even. It's 
pretty easy to keep track of this, what- 
ever method you choose. 

But a second rhythm, a more 
complex one, spaces the Wedge 
Increases. The wedge Is shaped by 
placing each subsequent Wedge 
Increase Round 2 rounds farther from 
the previous one, as shown on the Wedge 
Increase Table. How can we keep track of 
that? At first we used a piece of paper list- 
ing even-numbered rounds and circling the 
Wedge Increase Rounds, checking them off 
os they were completed. No problem. But 
then we picked up the Sirka counter, which 
made keeping track of your progress much 
more fun. It's such a flexible tooll See how 
we used It on the next page.

On random stripes: 

True "random" is difficult to achieve, as knitters' orderly minds 
want to have everything quantified. Here is a fun way to help with 
the randomization process: 

Write the name of each color on its own slip of paper (or just use 
the yarn labels). Place these into a small bag. 

Write 1 on 5 slips of paper, 2 on 3 slips, 3 on 2 slips, and 5 on I slip. 
Place these into a separate bag. 

Pull a slip of paper from each bag and work that number of rows 
for that color. You can keep duplicates of the A colors in a separate 
bag if you want, so that when you pull a 5 you know it will be one 
of those colors, or simply keep drawing color names until you pull 
one of the A colors. For any other number, knit it as you pull it. 
Realize that you can at any time overrule the draw; that is, if you 
see that too many similar colors are next to one another, sirnp y 
pull a different color. You want to have a good alternation of light,

DESIGN NOTES FROM MARILYN 

The unique shaping (at neck and shoulders) is 
worked in stockinette in the first 5 . 

The rest is lace with regular triangular shawl 
shaping that adds 1 stitch at each front edge 
and 2 at center back every knit row. 

Besides a stockinette gauge swatch, I suggest 
swatching the lace pattern, to learn it on 
fewer repeats. The shawl will be easy to make 
if you know the pattern and let your stitches 

tell you what to do- 

To get a very stretchy bind -off, I used size 
USIO needles and Jen/s Surprisingly Stretchy 
Bind-Off, using a regular yo and binding off 
with knit stitches on the purl side to help 
reduce curl 

My usual method (used here) to make a 
tidy exposed edge (and to reduce curl) is to 
purl the first stitch and knit the second on 
the knit side; the size of the second stitch is 
more consistent and the purl stitch recedes 

behind it. 

1 think it takes proper blocking to achieve a 
fine finished objecL Sometimes that’s just 
smoothing out and drying flat, but lace 
takes stretching to show the pattern (and 
sometimes steam and pressure). In all cases, I 
wash it first, soaking at least an hour in tepid 
soapy water (it takes time for animal fiber 
to absorb water) to even the stitches and 
smooth the surface. 

Kf&b is used for inconspicuous increases (but 
it's still easy to see that you have done the 
increase). The new stitch comes after the 
stitch you increase in — so does the bump 
at the bottom of the new stitch. This means, 
for symmetry, you need to do the increase 1 
stitch farther from the left edge than from the 
right edge. And it means that the center stitch 
(surrounded by the bumps) is the second 
stitch when doing this twice (the marker is 
between a double kf&b). 
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If you love lace hut don't love navigating l?ig charts^ or if you have 
trouble remem!?ering whether you use leZtog-yo or yo-SSK and on which 
half of which row. . . that's all gone. AH decreases are kZtog and; because 
they are only worked on the first half of both RS and WS rows, they 
always yoint away from the center of the fabric and mirror as well as 

reverse. Easy peasy! Young

Finishing 

Join shoulders 

With RS together, A, and larger needle, join 
shoulders using 3-needle bind-off as follows: 
Join 13 (15, 17) stitches of first shoulder; bind 
off back neck stitches until 13 (15, 17) stitches 
remain; join second shoulder. 

Set in sleeve 

With RS of body facing, B, and smaller circu- 
lar needle, knit held armhole stitches, PUK 
1 stitch for every 2 rows along armhole 
edge, then knit held armhole stitches. With 
a second needle, RS of sleeve facing, and B, 
knit held stitches, PUK the same number of 
stitches along the sleeve cap, then knit held 
stitches. With WS together, B, and holding 
garment so that the body is facing you, join 
sleeve to armhole using 3-needle YO bind- 
off. Repeat for second sleeve. 

Side and sleeve seam

working from charts 

Charts aie graphs or grids of squares that 
represent the right side of knitted fabric. 
They illustrate every stitch and the rela- 
tionship between the rows of stitches. 
Squares contain knitting symbols. 

The key defines each symbol as an oper- 
ation to make a stitch or stitches. 



The pattern provides any special instruc- 
tions for using the chart(s) or the key. 

The numbers along the sides of charts 
indicate the rows, A number on the right 
side marks a right-side row that is worked 
leftward from the number. A number 
on the left side marks a wrong-side row 
that is worked rightward. Since many 
stitches are worked differently on wrong- 



side rows, the key will indicate that. If the 
pattern is worked circularly, all rows are 
right-side rows and worked from right 
to left. 

Bold fines within the graph represent 
repeats. These set off a group of stitches 
that are repeated across a row. You begin 
at the edge of a row or where the pattern 
indicates for the required size, work across 



to the second line, repeat the stitches 
between the repeat lines as many times 
as directed, then finish the row. 

The sizes of a garment are often 
labeled with beginning and ending 
marks on the chart This avoids having 
to chart each size separately.
